conditioned upon the return to the 
state of all moneys which ''from time 
to time hereafter" might come into 
the custody of the Cleveland concern 
"under and by virtue of said act." 
Judge Dillon in one section of his de- 
cision holds in substance 
that the 


money wa^ not received by the Cleve- 
land bank under or by virtue of the 
depository act, nor was it received 
"hereafter" as conditioned 
in 
the 


l.ond. "In other 
words," says the 


court, "this surety company was be- 
coming a surety for more money, not 
for secret money already deposited. 
The surety company, had a right to 
and could presume, that no such de- 
posit could have been made prior to 
the giving of this bond or the .passage 
of the "law."

graft probing. 
Early reconvening of 


the jury will be a surprise to most 
persons, since, it was believed gen- 
erally, and particularly by those con- 
cerned as possible defendants in the 
probing, that the jury would never 
be called again. 


However, since the 
last 
indict- 


ments, havift. been returned there have 


ery promise 'Of having long and al- 
jnost endless ramifications. 
Things 


that have been <livulged 
seem 
to 


give the state's attorneys more buoy- 
ant hopefulness than 
they have haa 


at any previous time since the- prob- 
ing began. The attorney for the pros- 
ecution has gone about, far enough 
along the new roads of investigation 
to prove to them 
that 
there is a 


wealth of new material within their 
grasp and they are about ready to 
have the grand jury take another trip 
with them when they make the final 
journey. 


Some, witnesses 
haven't 
told all 


they know. 
The prosecuting attor- 


neys now are in possession of facts 
to show the dereliction of such wit- 
nesses, and where it took place, and 
it is the determination of the pro«f- 
oution to call thorn again summarily 
before the grand jury. 
They 
will 


be given another chance to divulge 
or face the danger of perjury charges. 


The fact that most of the disclos- 
ures made before the jury liave been 
only half hearted and t'hat much con- 
cealment of facts 
took place, has 


come to light from time.to time since 
the graxl jury was temporarily dis- 
missed. All in all 
there is not the 


slightest question but that th,e pros- 
ecution expects sensational and start- 
ling developments when probing of- 
ficially is renewed. 


One thing certain to be brought be- 


fore the grand jury is that relating to

ond time within a month that a stun- 
ning fatality has accompanied 
the

OT the five flyers injured yesterday 


all are reported today as recovering 
except Lieutenant Gaubert, whose ma- 
chine fell with him at Villars-Coterets. 
He suffered severe internal 
injuries 


besides the leg fractured. 


Lbrfdan, Morrison and Morin all fell 


but none sustained serious injury. A 
public Funeral is planned for the three 
victims of the race, Captain Prince- 
teau, M. Le Martin and M. Lendron. 
The. death of LeMartiii is considered 
a distinct loss to aviation as he was 
one of the best flyers in France and 
one of the leading pupils of Berliot. 
His machine crashed into a tree a few 
minutes after the start of the race. The 
aeroplane was broken in two and the 
motor struck Le Martin on the head, 
crushing his skull. 


Captain Princeteau and M. Landreu 


were both burned to death by the ex- 
plosion of their motors. 
Princetteau 


was really killed before starting in tha 
race. 
He was at Issy Les Motieaux 


and jumped into his machine to fly 
to tilt; starting ground and within a 
few minutes the gasoline tank blew up. 
Princeteau was strapped to his seat 
and fell with his machine, a mass of 
flames. 


The death toll from aeroplanes is 


now sixty-four, the fatalities beginning 
with Hie death of Lt. Selfridge at Ft. 
Myer, Va., September 17, 1908. Tiventy- 
six deaths have occurred this year.

who seek the inner life. 
And this is what the Cathedral authori- 


ties at. Liverpool have done in the window placed to the memory 
. of Juliana of "Norwich and All Who Have Sought the Inner Lite. 
Juliana of Norwich was born about 1342. 
In 1393, she was known 


to be living as a recluse at Conisford, near Norwich. And an old manu- 
script states she was "yet in life" In 1442. 
Much ot her inner life of 


prayer and devotion is manifested in her book which has come down to 
us, entitled "Revelations of Divine Love," the manuscript of which is 
In the British Museum. 


Very little is known of her outer life. 
She was thirty years old, when 


In May, 1373, the revelation came to her which she afterwards recorded 
In narrative form. 
The style of the book Is very simple, but by no 


means lacking In literary skill, and her unaffected humility is not more 
pronounced than her simple desire to know the truth. She was essentially 
•one of-the happy saints, and her writings are full of love of God and man, 
while from the morbid emotionalism which disfigures the impressions 
of many mystics, she Is entirely free. 


Matter of fact people would look on such a life as wasted, but lives 


like -these are as necessary to the world as the lives of great inventors 
"great merchants, great financiers. The world needs to know the truth as 


well as to build railroads or skyscrapers. The vision must, go before the 
realization, the dream, before the fulfilment; and it is the lives of the 
dreamers and of those who see visions, that are really the inspiration ant' 
the guide of the masses. 
They are the ones who really lift the world 


though the awards are kept to go to those who show the practical achieve 
ments.It was more customary In the olden days to live such a life as 
Juliana of Norwich than It Is today, for as has been said, we are a practica 
people, and we want to see practical results of our living. .We want houses 
and lands and bonds and bank accounts to demonstrate that .we have 
mastered the business of living in this world. 
But for this very reason 


those who live the Inner life, those who see visions and dream dreams 
are really more needed than in less commercial tlm«g. 
And this window 


In recognizing and honoring such a life is noteworthy. 


We should not, therefore, decry those who turn their face from ths 


things of the. world, those who find their joy In the inner life. 
They have 


thPi'r use and their value. 
And unless we have a nice balance ot these 


this world will grow to be a sordid, dreary place.

There was great interest in Wool- 


ard's case, more than has been mani- 
fested in soine of the previous trials 
and there was a larger attendance 
than usual, when it is supposed that 
a jury is to be secured. 
Prosecutor Phil B. Smythe asked 


the court to recess until 1 o'clock in 
the afternoon, as the state was not 
read- at the time to proceed. 


Woolard was represented by-J. R. 


Fitzgibbon and a criminal lawyer of 
recognized ability, while the. inter- 
ests of the state were in the ..hands 
of Prosecutor Phil B. Smythe^ Assis- 
tant Attorney General W. H. Miller 
and Attorney Seth McMillan.' 


At 1:05 Monday afternoon Prose- 


cutor 
Smythe, 
addressing

Wickham, stated that I. N. Andrews 
arid George J. Mercer had testified 
before the grand jury that he had 
seen the defendant at the north en- 
trance to the jail, while the mob was 
using the battering ram. 
Upon the 


testimony of these two men, both B

der was found by the grand jury,- said 
the prosecutor and continuing said:

Columbus, O.— (Special )— The most 


frogressive legislation ever enacted 
hi Ohio berame effective when the 
Winters utility bill was passed after 
an exhaustive study by a conference 
committee 
representing 
*he 
house 


and senate. It was then permitted to 
become a law without the governor's 
signature. 


This particular legislation has fig- 


ured more in the public eye than pny 
other measure consideted by this leg- 
islature, 
for 
the 
leason 
that 
It 


touches either directly or indirectly 
the pocketbooka of every consumer in 
the state of Ohio. 


The placing of this act on the stat- 


utes puts Ohio easily in the van in the 
matter of really progressive leglsiv 
tion, for it is the unqualified opinion 
of legal and economic experts wno 
have Studied this law that it is the 
best and most advanced now on the 
statute books of any state in 
the 


Union. 


The utilities act is based upon that 


feature of economic destiny that com- 
petition is wasteful and useless and 
a heavy burden upon the consumer; 
and for this waste of duplication is 
substituted state control by a compe- 
tent commission of all of its public 
utilities. 


This commission is clothed with 


the most complete powers. It can 
absolutely regulate the capitaMzatiou 
and expenditure of utilities, the rates 
to be charged and practices to be 
adopted; 
can compel good service 


and adequate service, extensions 
ot 


plant, etc.; can dictate the methods 
of bookkeeping and accounting and 
exercise a close supervision over all 
relations of utilities with the con- 
sumer, the public and the investor. 


Every utility serving the public for 


profit in this state comes under the 
terms of the act; railroads, interurban 
electric railroads, express companies, 
transportation companies, ^as com- 
panies, electric light companies, tele- 
phone and telegraph companies, etc. 


There is assured to the people, who 


are really indispensable partners in 
every public utility, the widest pub- 
licity regarding the heretofore secret 
inside doings of every utility corpo- 
ration in the state. This information 
will be on file with the commission 
at all times and open to puolic in- 
spection. 


Strictly local utilities, such as gas, 


water and electric light, are still to 
be 
regulated 
by the municipality, 


with an appeal to the commission b> 
the consumer if he feels aggrieved 
over any rate or term fixed by coun- 
cil. 
This applies particularly to the 


natural gas question, which has re- 
cently reached an acute stage in sev- 
eral Ohio cities, notably Columbus, 
where the eood effect of the !rw was 
recently shown in the acceptance by 
the gas company of a 30-rent rate 
where 35 cents had been demanded 
with threat 
of turning off gas and 


taking it elsewhere 


The Ohio law has been pronounced 


to be a much more comprehensive 
measure from every viewpoint than 
the recently enacted New Jersey law, 
which experts say is full of loopholes, 
while in the Ohio law there is no 
chance to drive through any openings. 


One feature which will interest the

Denver. June 18. 


—Pastor Russell 
gave two 
public 


addresses here to- 
day, one of which 
we report. 
Many 


of Denver's promi- 
nent religious peo- 
ple were conspicu- 
ous In the 
large 


audience. Profound 
impressions were 


undoubtedly made. Speaking from the 
text. "Holy. holy, holy Lord God Al- 
mighty, the whole earth shall be filled 
with Thy glory" (Revelation iv, 8), the 
speaker said: 


Shakespeare tells of some "damned 


by faint praise!" We grasp his state- 
ment as implying that a faint praise 
is more injurious than silence. But as 
we look to ourselves and the remainder 
of the reputed four hundred millions 
of Christendom and their united trib- 
ute of praise to the Almighty Creator 
we are forced to admit that with many 
He is given "faint praise," while the 
vast majority positively blaspheme the 
Holy Name by most atrocious misrep- 
resentations of the Divine character, 
which they claim to be His own reve- 
lation of a demoniacal plot for the 
eternal torture, in one way or another, 
of the thousands of millions brought 
into existence by His power and with- 
out their own consent. 


There may be said to be three dif- 


ferent theories prevalent in Christen- 
dom on the subject. They all have 
zealous, earnest, honest 
advocates. 


Each contradicts the others. 
Each 


claims to love God and to seek to serve 
and honor Him. 
Evidently, two at 


Jeast of the three are wrong. It is our 
conviction that all three are in error. 
We believe that all three of them have 
fragments of the truth around which 
have crystallized distorting, slander- 
ous, blasphemous errors. The uphold- 
ers of these theories are so blinded and 
bewildered that they fail to discern 
that their praise and worship toward 
the Creator are defiled and converted 
into slanders and calumnies and blas- 
phemies by their incrustations of false- 
hood. 


Thr** Central View*. 


All three of these views declare that 


the Almighty, with full power to have 
done otherwise, so created humanity 
that a child once born into the world 
can never die—be must live somewhere 
unceasingly—either in pain or in pleas- 
ure. 
By what authority any make 


these declarations we have never as- 
certained. 


Surely It is a gross slander upon a 


God of infinite Justice. Wisdom, Love 
and Power to claim that He ever en 
trusted to poor, fallen, human par 
ents the power to bring into existence 
sin-blighted and sin-disposed human 
creatures such as we see our race to 
be, and then made the happiness of 
their eternity dependent upon a super- 
human resistance of the evils of their 
environment and of their depraved 
constitutions! This blasphemy against 
the Holy Name is common to nearly 
every creed of Christendom. 


Our Catholic friends tell us that by 


Divine arrangement terrible purga- 
torial experiences await practically 
every member of our race, iu the hope 
that, if rightly exercised thereby, after 
centui tes of torture. «n eternity of bliss 
•will be gut nod. 
is not this also a blas- 


phemy jiuaiust the Holy Name? Who 
can deny it? Wuo would not shudder 
to have such an awful crime of evil 
design charged against 
himself or 


against his earthly parents? Who that 
Is begotten of the Holy Spirit is not 
pained even to think of such a charge 
being made against 
his Heavenly 


Father, "the God of all grace"? Surely 
such a theory is blasphemous, hor- 
rible. 


But we have grown so accustomed 


to this blasphemy that it fails to prick 
the majority to the heart as it should. 
With all of our development of human 
sympathy and care for the sick and 
even for our wounded enemies on the 
battlefield, and with our precautions 
of modern times against criminal neg- 
ligence which might lead to the de- 
struction of human life by conflugra 
tlon—with all of our Ore apparatus 
and benevolent laws for the protec- 
tion of the very humblest of our race, 
we have calmly and without protest 
charged against our great Creator, and 
indorsed it as our belief, either pub- 
licly or tacitly, that He would look 
upon a holocaust of millions with no 
lire brigade for their relief. 
Is not 


this blasphemy of the Holy Name? 


War** and War**—Predominated. 
Is It any wonder that In early life 
•nr childish hearts were tilled with 
fear rather than with love toward our 
Creator and toward His Revelation, 
tbe Bible? Is It any wonder that It 
required all kinds of fighting with 
our common sense to believe, as we 
were taught we should, that God lov- 
ingly predestinated that all the fami- 
lies of earth should suffer eternally 
•leapt a amiBtly bandful—bacauaa Be 


to har« ft so! tacaiiwt Ha 


foreordained that It uiust bo so! be- 
cause Be made a great place caileu 
aeli before He made tit* earth, and 
made it large enough to bold the en- 
tire buuiuu family! because He cre- 
ated tire-proof deiaoua to Inflict tor- 
ture upon the poor unfortunate* who 
wera born in ain. sbapen hi iniquity. 
In siii conceived by their mothers, and 
many of them left without an oppor- 
tunity of bearing of tbe "only name 
whereby they must be saved"—and 
that He wisely and with devilish In- 
tention laid up fuel enough to last to 
all eternity for the torture of Hla 
helpless creatures! 


And are not such evil thoughts and 


presentations 
respecting our great 


Creator blasphemy? 
If not, pray tell 


me what would be blasphemy? Most 
assuredly 1 can think of nothing that 
could possibly enter tbe human mind 
or pass tbe human lips more blas- 
phemous than this doctrine. And yet 
those who bow dowu before this creed 
number some of the ablest and most 
intelligent, most enlightened and most 
benevolent of our depraved, fallen race. 
How is this? How comes It that we 
have been so blinded as respects our 
own conduct and 
misbelief? 
Tbe 


Scriptures answer that Satan has de- 
ceived us; he has put light for dark- 
ness and darkness for light 


Still Another Blasphemy. 


A considerable portion of thinking 


and Christian people will join with us 
iu saying. Ah! surely Brother Calvin 
grievously erred and grievously mis- 
represented the God of Love when he 
taught tbe doctrine of the predestina- 
tion of the wicked to eternal torture!

Thank Cod! dear friends, for tbe 


glorious day In which we are living, 
with its electric light and other evi- 
dences that we are In the dawning of 
a New Age.

The hope for Adam and for 
his race. then, in Christ, is deliver- 
ance from the power of sin and death 
into tbe liberty proper to them aa 
sons of God. 
The entire reigu of 


Christ on tbe earth, as the Scriptures 
show us. will be devoted to this work 
of setting free tbe human family from 
the various bondages of ignorance, 
superstition, weakness, heredity and 
bringing back all who will by restitu- 
tion processes to tbe original Image 
and likeness of God. and making them 
again human sons of God like unto 
Father Adam before he sinned, plus a 
large aud valuable experience gained 
during tbe 6.000 years of the fall, and 
also through tbe 1.000 years of tbe 
raising up—the Restitution Age, the 
Resurrection Age (Acts ill.

BULL PEN 


Collapsed and Four Convicts Were 


Killed and Twelve Seriously In- 


jured in Smoky Mountains. 


Newport, Tenn., 
June 19.—Four 


convicts were killed, twelve seriously 
injured, fourteen convicts and three 
guards painfully hurt by the collapse 
of a bull pen in the heart of the 
Smok> Mountains Sunday, where two 
railroads are lighting for the monop- 
oly of the only mountain pass to the 
East. 


The convicts were the property of 


the State of North Carolina and the 
heavy ball and chain made it impos- 
sible for them to escape. 


The men were quartered in a build- 


ing HOxSU feet, the underpinning of 
which vvas six feet high, next to the 
mountain and 28 feet high overlook- 
ing the river. The building was con- 
structed of heavy logs and it was the 
great weight of the top which caused 
the lower supports to give way, and 
when jl collapsed 
the thirty-three 


men in the building were imprison* d, 
some mutilated almost beyond recog- 
nition and others suffering from bro- 
ken bones. Because of their schacUles 
it was hours before the men were ex- 
tricated.
